2. On November 16, 2015, Respondents filed several motions in limine, one of 

which asked that the Court exclude evidence related to FINRA regulations. See Respondents' 

Combined Motions in Limine at 9-10. 

3. After further consideration, Respondents withdraw the request to exclude 

evidence on FINRA regulations.
